The supposition in unofficial 
quarters was that the Japanese 
were reorganizing their forces for 
an attempt to reinforce the troops 
they landed last week at three 
places—Vigan and Aparri in the 
north and Legaspi at the southern 
tip of the island. 

For the first time since the be- 
ginning of hostilities, the head- 
quarters of Lieut. Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, United States Army 
commander, failed to issue a com- 
munique at 7:30 a. m. A spokes- 
man explained the communique 
had been omitted because of lack 
of ground or air activity. 

Manila itself has not had an air- 
raid alarm since around noon Mon- 
day, 

Quiet at Lingayen. 

Advices from Lingayen’on the 
Luzon west coast about 120 miles 
from Manila, where a Japanése 
landing force was reported crushed 
last week by a Filipino army di- 
vision, indicated the native popula- 
tion there was quietly harvesting 
the rice crop.

U. S. SUBMARINES IN ACTION; 
TWO OF 3 ATTACKS SUCCEED

MANILA, Dec. 17 (AP), — Sub- 
marines of the United States fleet 
were reported officially today to 
have gone into action for the first 
time in the 10-day-old war with 
Japan, scoring successes the de- 
tails of which were not immedi- 
ately divulged. 

In a eryptic statement, Admiral 
Thomas C. Hart, commander of the 
fleet, said United States subma- 
rines had “made two successful at- 
tacks” and a third which failed 
to achieve its objective. He ex- 
plained that submarine command- 
ers were not required to report on 
operations. until their return to 
port, but said he had learned some 
successes had been achieved, 


Whether the attacks to which he 
referred were against Japanese 
naval forces or against merchant 


re 


shipping remained unanswered. 


Japanese Warned of U. S. Sub- 
marines in Their Waters, 

TOKYO, Dec. 17 (Official radio 
received by AP).—Lieut. Com- 
mander Kengo Tominaga said in 
an interview published by the 
newspaper Nichi Nichi today that 
probably 20 United States sub- 
marines were operating in waters 
in the vicinity of Japan. 

These submarines are in position 
to resort to guerrilla tactics 
against Japanese vessels, said 
Tominaga, an officer of the naval 
press section of imperial headquar- 
ters.

Vichy and Madrid and are swiftly 
building up that “fifth column” of 
hidden allies which they usually 
have prepared in territories they 
were about to grab by military 
force.

The order stopped issuance of daily 
weather maps, which have been 
distributed by the bureau to news- 
papers, industries, transportation 
interests and others. 

The curtailment was ordered Pe- 
cause of the “value of weather 
maps and forecasts to unfriepdly 
powers.” However, special warn- 
ings of severe or dangerous weath- 
er conditions, such as storms or 
cold waves, “will be given as wide 
dissemination as practical, includ- 
ing radio broadcast.” 

The public has been barred from 
the weather bureau at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field under regulations re- 
stricting disclosure of weather in- 
formation to persons’ identified 
with military or aeronautical infer- 
ests. Visitors were barred from the 
control tower at the airport after 
the Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bor Dec. 7.

Representative Accused of 
Offering Vote for Suit 
of Clothes—Two. Others 
Give Bond. 


State Representative Edward F. 
Byrnes of St. Louis surrendered 
in Jefferson City this afternoon on 
an indictment charging soliciting a 
bribe to influence his vote as a 
member of the House in the last 
session of the Legislature. 

Prosecuting Attorney Carl Wy- 
more of Cole County told reporters 
the Byrnes indictment alleged he 
tried to get a suit of cléthes from 
Howard, C. Harris of Kansas City 
for his vote in support of a bill to 
regulate burial societies, 

This indictment was one of three 


returned yesterday by the grand 
jury which has been investigating 
corruption at the last session of 
the Legislature. Another charges 
State Representative Joseph  L,. 
Ivanhoe of St, Louis and Charles 
J. Harvey, attorney, with conspir- 
acy to solicit bribes. 

_ The third indictment was sup- 
‘pressed, pending arrest of the de- 
fendants. 

Byrnes appeared at the Sheriff's 
office in Jefferson City about 1:30 
o’clock and arranged for his re- 
lease on bond of $1000. Ivanhoe 
and Harvey were released on sim- 
ilar bonds last night. 

“They shouldn’t have fut ‘this 
on me,” was Byrnes’ only comment 
on his indictment. 

The burial society bill was passed 
by the Senate at the last session, 
but defeated in the House. It was 
held for-some weeks in the House 
insurance committee, of which 
Byrnes was a member. Harris, who 
lobbied for the bill is vice presi- 
dent of the Standard Life Insur- 
ance Co, of Kansas City. 

Harris, before he testified in‘the 
grand jury inquiry, told reporters 
Byrnes had approached him when 
the burial society bill was before 
the House insurance committee, 
and asked, “Can’t I even get a suit 
of clothes?” for his vote in the 
committee to report the bill favor- 
ably. 

Helped Draft Measure. 

Activities in connection with the 
bill which would have licensed in- 
surance agents are the basis of the 
indictment of Ivanhoe and Harvey. 
Harvey, until a few,months ago 
assistant counsel in the State In- 
surance Department, helped draft 
the bill, and Ivanhoe was the 
ranking Democratic member of 
the House Insurance Committee 
which considered it. 

Earlier indictments returned by 
the grand jury charged Ivanhoe 
with soliciting bribes of $4000 to 
influence his vote and the votes 
of other House members in favor 
of the bill, which failed to pass.

Open Occupation Predicted. 


It was the almost unantmous 
opinion of persons with whom I 
talked that the open military occu- 
pation by the Germans of al! this 
northwest African region, from Tu- 
nisia to Dakar, was merely a mat- 
ter of time unless’ the British or 
Americans, or both, arrived first. 
The question that was asked of 
me more often than any other by 
civilians affected, particularly by 
refugees from occupied Europe, 
was, “When are the Americans 
coming?” ; 

The first sign of Nazi-Fascist- 
Falangist control of the region to 
meet the eye of a newspaper re- 
porter was the controlled press. 
French and Spanish are just alike 
except for language. They min- 
imize or fail to print announce- 
ments from Washington or London; 
they display in great headlines the 
news from Berlin, and the principal 
news agency employed is the offi- 
cia] German news agency, the DNB. 

The major newspapers of the 
French territory are the Petit 
Marocain and the Depeche Maro- 
caine. Both, according to Amer- 
ican and British sources; have been 
heavily subsidized by Germany for 
a long time. The leading Spanish 
newspaper is Espania. It is owned 
in‘Germany and its entire makeup 
is dictated from there with Spanish 
editors as figureheads. 


Spani$h Censor British Paper. 


As against these major newspa- 
pers, the British have a small sheet 
of limited circulation in Tangier 
.called the Tangier Gazette. It is 
censored by the Spanish who seized 
the town last year, ending its in- 
ternational status, to which Spain 
had agreed. According to the ed- 
itor of the Tangier Gazette, the 
Spanish will not permit any news 
or editorial which is derogatory in 
any way to Germany or Italy. They 
have not permitted during the time 
of American non-belligerency any 
reference to the growing war prep- 
arations of the United States, nor 
publication of remarks by President 
Roosevelt or Secretary of State 
Cordel] Hull. 

In such a circumstance, the only 
recourse of the editor has been to 
print the “V for Victory” or “Buy 
British Goods” over large sections 
of the newspaper otherwise left 
blank. The American and Brit- 
ish population of Tangier under- 
stands what these words mean and 
if persons are interested to see 
what the Spanish will not permit 
them to read, they may walk up 
to the British postoffice, where 
the missing sections are pasted on 
a bulletin board. 

But the native population, |i

LAWYERS’ PLEA IN CENTRAL

Court Does Not Pass on Validity 
of Their Contract; Refers 
Them to Receiver. 


Petition of James C. Jones and 
Lon QO. Hocker, ‘attorneys, to in- 
tervene in the receivership of the 
old Central States Life Insurance 
Co., for the purpose of establish- 
ing: validity of a contract for com- 
missions on certain policies, was 
denied yesterday by Circuit Judge 
William B. Flynn. 


Judge Flynn did not rule on the 
validity of the contract, holding 
that the lawyers might present 
their claim to John J, Phelan, ap- 
pointed commissioner to . hear 
claims against Central States aft- 
er that’ company was taken over 
by the newly-formed Mutual Sav- 
ings Life - Insurance - Co. last 
September. 


The two attorneys contended 
that the contract, originally made 
with the American National As- 
surance Co. about 25 years ago, 
was assumed by Central States 
when it took over American Na- 
tional in 1933. They received the 
contract in return for advances of 
about $65,000 to American WNa- 
‘tional. During the 25-year period, 
up to the Central States receiver- 
ship in 1940, they received about 
$300,000 in overriding commissions: 
under the contract, In recent years 
the commissions were only several 
thousand dollars annually.

U. S. Has Up-to- 
Date Plans for To- 


tal War, but Is Not 
Using Them Fully. 


By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 


'- WASHINGTON, Dec. 17. 
Nis: that we are at war there 


is no longer any reason for 
failure to adopt the fundamen- 
tal principles of our plans for 
mobilization for total war which 
were worked out so painstakingly 
over the last 20 years, These 
plans were the result of the bit- 
ter lessons of 1917-18 when we halt- 
ingly and blunderingly pulled our- 
selves together into that finally ef- 
ficient organization whose “pitiless 
war industry” Von  Ludendorff 
credited with the defeat of Ger- 
many. 

Our blunders and delays in that 


War were due, primarily, to two 


things. First, a lack of any com- 
prehensive plans for mo 

other than military. Second, & co 
plete lack of understanding of t 
extent to which war had becom 
a conflict not of armies alone, bu 
of the total economic resources of 
nations. 


Plans Not Fully Used. 


This time we had the plans but 
we have not made full use of them. 
This time a few people know what 
“total mobilization of the nation’s 
economic resources for war” 
means, but most of us do not. The 
tremendous scientific advances 
that have been made in transporta- 
tion and communications and in 
the industrialization and mechani- 
zation of our society generally and 
the tremendous backsliding that 
has occurred in the fields of poli- 
tics, ethics, morals, religion and 
international decency has made it 
necessary to revamp our idea of 
the “natioén-at-war.” Hitler’s model 
1941 varies greatly from the Kai- 
ser’s model 1918 and even more 
vastly from America’s model 1918 
—but the broad outlines are the 
same. 

They are very simple. You must 
hit the enemy with everything 
you've got. Every person, mate- 
rial and idea that can be used to 
destroy the enemy must be used. 
In order to do this you must mobi- 
lize all useful people, materials 
and ideas at your disposal. You 
must then organize and integrate 
them into an efficient machine 
for the destruction of the enemy. 
Then, this machine must be com- 
pletely, skillfully and even craftily 
directed at the enemy so as to de- 
stroy him. All this must be done 
within the minimum of waste and 
delay. Above all, it must be done 
without destroying the very things 
you are fighting for. This takes 
a lot of planning and a lot of do- 
ing. - 

Time Already Lost. 


We were not caught this time 
without the planning. It had been 
done: the plans were there. When 
advanced in 1939 by Louis, John- 
son, then Assistant Secretary of 
War, they were tossed aside. Why? 
They were prepared at Congres- 
sional direction, with the advice 
and help of all the key partici- 
pants in our World War effort. 
They were constantly kept current 
and brought up-to-date with the 
changing political, economic and 
international scene. Yet they were 
not adopted. We had to go through 
all our mistakes of 1917 for the 
paradoxical reason that “we 
weren’t going to fight this war on 
any 1917 model.” The time lost 
cannot be regained, but we don’t 
have to lose any more time. 

Let us have a war mobili- 
zation administration, call it 
what you will, with full emer- 
gency powers to mobilize and 
direct all our economic resources 
to win the war. Let it be adminis- 
tered, not by those who have al- 
ways wanted power to effect po- 
litical and social changes which 
the country would never grant 
them, and who are itching to do it 
now under the guise of war neces- 
sity, but by those who have only 
one purpose at heart—to win the 
war. 

Emergency war powers mean 
that a great many individual lib- 
erties must be curtailed for the 
duration. This sacrifice we will 
all make gladly. But, if these 
powers are abused there will] be a 
tragic loss of confidence in those 
who are exercising them which 
may, without the proper leadership, 
result in a catastrophe.

Whatever the outcome of the initial 
phases of America’s war with the 
Axis powers, the broad plan of 
Washington’s strategy for air war- 
fare has the advantage of a spec- 
tacularly accelerated aircraft pro- 
duction. 

For two years and eight months 
before we came to .grips with the 
enemy, United States plane -fac- 
tories were boosting their output, 

France wanted planes beginning 
in the spring of 1939. When the 
war began in Europe, England 
wanted planes. 


Jouett, president of the Aeronau- 
tical Chamber of Commerce of 
America, “we have every reason to 
believe that an annual production 
rate of 50,000 war planes-~ .. will 
be reached some time in 1942.”

Japanese Air Force Much Better 
Than Critics Paint It, Writer Says; 
‘Hara-Kiri Dive’ One of Its Tricks 


Pilots Are Capable and Warplanes Are Not 
Decrepit Crates Pictured by American 
Experts, Martin Burden Asserts—Produc- 
tion Problem Serious, However.

OR years American military experts have derided the Japanese 
Air Force as a collection of planes copied from obsolete Americar 
designs, thus necessarily several years behind us. Others were 


firmly convinced that the Japanese were flying German types, shoddily 
manufactured under license in Nippon. Few newspaper photographs 
of the Japanese flying machines have been published, and those show 
sketchy and often hazy pictures of the older types. Only when they 
set out deliberately to “show off” have the Japanese released pictures 
of sleek bombers and smooth-contoured pursuit planes. 


Detractorg point to the poor re- 
sults obtained by Japanese bomb- 
ers against unprotected villages in 
China. Others claim to prove sci- 
entifically that Orientals suffer 
from poor eyesight, and that this 
would show up in their aerial war- 
fare. 

Taken by and large this is the 


grossest misinformation since a 


national aviation magazine pub- 
lished an article in January of 
1939 in which the author, an ac- 
credited writer on aeronautical 
matters, set forth that “Fritz is 
poundings on the elephant iron, 
rattling the tin. can and firing an 
odd shot here and there. Actual 
figures from responsible sources 
disclose that Germany has 
only 700 first line ships.” 
Articles such as this were then 
current, and did much to lull 
France and England into the com- 
placent sleep from which the for- 
mer country never did awake. 


Similar View of Japanese. 


The same sort of treatment has 
been given the Japanese Air Force. 
Its craft have been described as 
makeshift, its pilots blundering: 
Writers point to the statement of 
a Japanese general who admitted 
that his troops had suffered 4000 
casualties because of “the mistaken 
enthusiasm of our naval airmen.” 
A staff member of a New York 
newspaper, writing about the Japa- 
nese air fleet, began with the 
statement that “accurate, up-to-the- 
minute information is peculiarly 
difficult to obtain.” He then went 
on, in great detail, explaining why 
the Japs would be a pushover in 
the air. 

Whereas the British have taken 
to naming their aircraft with such 
awe-inspiring titles as . Defiant, 


Battle, Spitfire and Hurricane, and 
while the United States has pinned 
such fire-eating names as Aira<- 
cobra, Helldiver and Flying Fort- 
ress on their military aircraft, th 

Japanese have flown the airways 
with the Dove of Peace and the 
Divine Wind. Shinto priests in 
flowing white fobes “purge” the 
wicked little pursuits of “evil” be- 
fore they go up on a crippling raid, 


Let us take up in turn the major 
objections to listing the Japanese 
as a modern air power, 


Not Inferior Pilots. 


First there is the myth of the 
poor quality of the Japanese pilot. 
This particular story deals with 
the idea that the slanting eyes give 
the Japanese a lack of side visio 
together with the fact that t 
Oriental method of carrying 
on the back tends to wobble the 
head, inducing lack of 
with its attendant loss 
ability. As to the first statement, 
it may be admitted that the pecu- 
liar arrangement of the eyesocket 
narrows the side vision range of 
Japanese pilots, but it is hardly a 
major handicap.

Russia’s Role in the War on Hitler. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is hardly enough to say that the 

Soviets have balked Hitler, “just as 
their forefathers balked Napoleon in 
1812.” 

They have done infinitely more. Na- 
poleon did take Moscow, and in only a 
few weeks’ time. Hitler has not taken 
Moscow. After six months, in which he 
has launched the most savage onslaught 
in history, he has met with abject fail- 
ure. The explanation lies not in ‘the 
weather, but in the character of the 
Soviet people and in the morale which 
they have built. 

Accuracy, moreover, demands clarifi- 
cation of the frequently attempted paral- 
lel between 1812 and 1941. Napoleon, in 
a large sense, symbolized the liberating 
forces of the French Revolution. Even 
as a world conqueror, he symbolized the 
promise of liberty to the oppressed of 
Europe, including the hundreds of thou- 
sands of Russians who hated the Czar 
far more than they did the French Reyo- 
lution. 

Hitler, on the other hand, symbolizes 
nothing but the bloody Fascist counter- 
‘ revolution of Nazi tyranny, which from 
the outset has declared its basic aim to 
be the wiping out of liberty and democ- 
racy, the extermination of the Soviet re- 
gime and the enslavement of all “in- 
ferior” peoples. These inferior peoples, 
Hitler declares, constitute the vast ma- 
jority of the human race. 

The Russians of 1812 were not the po- 
litical forefathers of the defenders of 
Moscow. The Czar’s soldiers of 1812 
were Russians, victimized the political 
filliteracy systematically (propagated by 
the benighted despotism) of the Czars. 
The Red Army soidiers \of today are 
Soviet citizens. These men aid not de- 
scend from the shambles of 181%. 
rose from their own war of independence 


‘ of 1917. There is a difference. 


It is a healthy sign that there is to- 
day less irresponsible talk about “chron- 
ic fellow-travelers who see nothing but 
good in all things Soviet.” Multitudes of 
independent Americans are finding re- 
newed cause, in the present situation, for 
reaffirming their historic attitude of 
friendship toward the Soviets. 

These individuals are not and never 
have been bound by the tenets of party- 
line adherence or by any other opportu- 
nistic or artificially fixed concepts of po- 
litical faith. In varying degrees, they 
have approved or condemned Soviet prac- 
tice, seeking throughout each phase of 


development to uphold the traditional |}. 


American position of independent judg- 
ment as opposed to general hysteria. 

Their own relation to the evolution of 
American political thought has enabled 
them to see more clearly the steps by 
which the Soviet people have grown to 
greatness in that rigorous self-discipline 
characterized by ability to discern mis- 
takes and eagerness to correct them. 
Give credit where it is. due. 

The life-and-death struggle in which 
we are engaged demands at least this 
of every loyal fighter in the war to de- 
stroy Hitler’s Axis and its works.

Sometimes the significance of an event cannot be 
fully understood until it is in the past. As with a 
landscape. a look in perspective is required to grasp 
the key details of history 

Hitler’s speech of last Oct $8 now has proved to be 
such a key detail. At the time, it sounded like a 
conqueror’s announcément of victory. Instead, as 
later events have shown, Hitler in that speech 
climbed out end of a long and shaky limb. 

Hitler on/Het. 3 announced the imminent collapse 
of Soviet Russia. “This enemy,” he said flatly, “‘is 
already broken and will never rise again.” Nazi 
victory was certain, he declared, because “a new, 
gigantic event is taking place on our Bastern front.” 
After telling of Russia’s great military power and its 
fighters’ ferocity, he asserted that the German soldier 
“has achieved the unsurpassable.” 

It was a dark hour for Russia, and even darker 
hours were to come. Leningrad was almost en- 
circled. The Nazis in the next few weeks rolled into 
the Crimea and took Rostov, at the gate of the rich 
Caucasus oil field. They drove menacing wedges 
around Moscow from three directions, and the 
gallant Russian resistance seemed about to end in a 
mass flight toward Mee East, in the hope of reform- 
ing the lines. ns 

These triumphs encouraged the opportunist Jap- 
anese to launch their war against America and 
Britain. But the whole picture has changed, and 
Hitler's braggart words of Oct. 3 stand ingloriously 
discredited. Leningrad, Moscow and the Caucasus 
have been delivered by powerful Russian smashes. 
Along the whole front, the Nazis today are in retreat, 
surrounded or making momentary stands. Russia 
now holds the initiative. 

Hitler’s fatal mistake, said a Moscow dispatch by 
A. T. Steele on Monday, was in over-estimating his 
own strength and under-estimating that of his 
enemies. “The Germans were out-generaled, out- 
maneuvered and outfought.” They were surprised 
and encircled, just as they have surprised and en- 
circled so many opponents. The long steel fingers 
that strangled France were simply cut off when the 
Russians delivered their punch. 

So Hitler, for the first time in this war, knows 
the meaning of major defeat. He tried feebly to 
crawl back from his limb in his speech of last 
Thursday, in these words: 

The heat, terrible mud, cold and ice, insects, 
vermin and many other little troubles are among 
the things that affect our soldiers on their march 
eastward. This forward movement of German 
troops might well be stopped or hampered by 
winter conditions, but with the return of sum- 
mer weather, there will be no obstacle to stop 
this forward movement from continuing. 

Even the most submissive and cowed German must 
sense the defeat. The Fuehrer said in October that 
the enemy was crushed, and now the best he can 
promise is victory next summer. More families than 
ever before are learning that their sons and fathers 
gave their lives for the Fuehrer, or are wounded 
or captured. All this, together with the fact that 
Germany is again at war with America, its nemesis 
in the First World War, cannot help but dampen the 
German morale. : 

Now, the question is, can the anti-Hitler allies take 
advantage of this crushing defeat for the German 
arms? Can they hold the initiative so ably seized by 
their Russian partner and carry on to other and 
decisive victories? If they can, then Hitler’s brag- 
gadocio in hig Oct, 3 speech, and its’ aftermath, will 
be a turning point in world history.

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IN ACCORD WITH OUR NAVAL TRADITION. 

If there ig one thing that stands out at Pearl 
Harbor, it is the proof given by all hands that the 
men who manned the Navy’s ships of stee] are akin 
in spirit to the iron men of wooden warships who 
served with. John Paul Jones, Decatur, Perry and 
Farragut. A dying Captain continued to fight. his 
dreadnought to the last instead of allowing himself 
to be carried off the burning ship. Surviving sailors 
from disabled craft chose to swim through burning 
oil to fight on other vessels instead of swimming 
to the nearby shore. As the official report puts it: 
“All hands did their jobs as long as they were able.” 

That is all in full accord with the high traditions 
of the United States Navy—traditions that hark 
back to the days when there was a personal touch 
to battle. Frigates exchanged smashing broadsides, 
with opposing gunners able to see the foe serving the 
cannon. They often ended their fights lying yard- 
arm to yardarm as boarders with cutlass, pike and 
pistol leaped from bulwarks to decks for hand-to- 
hand encounter. 

But no American seamen ever suffered such a 
treacherous, sudden and devastating attack as that 
made at Pearl Harbof where the little yellow men 
struck from under the water and from out of the 
skies. Possibly 15 per cent of the seamen ona 
dreadnought had battle stations on deck. The others 
were below in plotting room, cngine room, ammuni- 
tion-handling room. They did not know how the 
battle went and did not see the enemy, but stuck 
to their posts until the final shock -and last convul- :

But whether men died in the blasted bowels of 
their ships or on the shrapnel-swept decks, they 
proved that the bonds of custom and tradition have

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A NEW CALL FOR PRICE CONTROLS. 

As Federal Food Administrator in World War I, 
Herbert Hoover gained experience that qualifies 
him to give practical advice on the economic prob- 
lems of today. When Mr. Hoover urges legislation 
to give the President the “widest possible latitude” 
in controlling prices and commodities, as he did 
yesterday before the Senate Banking Committee, it 
is advice that must be received: with respect. 

. If such a recommendation came from a New Deal 
supporter, it would be far less impressive. But 
Mr, Hoover hag been one of the administration's 
most persistent critics. For years, he has resolutely 
opposed expansion of the President’s powers and the 
increased centralization of authority in Washington. 
The fact that the war emergency has led him to call 
for extending the President’s powers indicates the 
seriousness with which he views the necessity for 
controlling prices. Only the strongest conviction 
could have led Mr. Hoover to urge such a step. 

Price controls have been mandatory, as a means 
of heading off inflation, for months. Now we have 
moved “from the limited area of preparedness to the 
direct field of total national mobilization to fight 
a long and desperate war,” Mr. Hoover points out. 
“This change,” he adds, “makes even a wider degree 
of controls imperative.” 

The price-control bill as originally written’ was too 
feeble to be of any practical use. Before passage by 
the House on Noy. 28, it was made*’still weaker, The 
legislators feared to step on the toes of special-inter- 
est groups, all of which wanted controls for the other 
fellow, but not for themselves. 

That was in-a closed epoch of American history, 
however, before the Axis-American War began. The 
perfidious attack on Pearl Harbor and the war 
declarations from Tokyo, Berlin and Rome created 
a wholly new national perspective. They changed 
selfishness and hesitancy to unity and speed. 

In this new era, the necessity for price controls 
can be viewed in the light of national necessity, not 
in the light of individual or group privilege, Congress 
should feel free now to act on the plea of Mr. Hoover, 
and many others, for all-out controls. A new and 
irogclad bill can be written and passed to protect 
the people from rocketing prices and save the coun- 
try from the disasters of inflation. 
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MORE LEGISLATIVE GRAFT INDICTMENTS. 

The Cole County grand jury, investigating charges 
of graft in the 1941 session of the Missouri Legisla- 
ture, continues to go about its business in a way 
that is most reassuring. To the indictments which 
it had previously returned, it now adds three, two 
against members of the Legislature from St. Louis 
and one against Charles J. Harvey, St. Louis lawyer, 
who displayed much interest in a bill for licensing of 
insurance agents. 

One of the State Representatives is Joseph L. 
Ivanhoe of the First District, already twice in- 
dicted on other bribe-soliciting charges. The other 
is Edward F. Byrnes of the Fifth District. 

These indictments, of course, are not convictions. 
Our system of justice presumes a man to be in- 
nocent until he is proved guilty. The accused men 
will have full opportunity to defend themselves in 
a court of law. 

What is important is that the grand jury is pro- 
ceeding with its important work, threshing out the 
great accumulation of reports of shakedowns and 
sandbagging and slush funds in which the last 
Legislature brought itself to a disgraceful close. 

We must not allow the war to become a screen to 
cover up such things as legislative graft. On the 
contrary, we are fighting for democracy, and: if we 
are fighting for it on the battlefield, then it is worth 
protecting against its underminers here at home, 
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WAR POWERS FOR THE PRESIDENT. 

For the sake of swift and unified action, extension 
of the President’s powers is necessary when the 
country is at war. After the war ends, under the 
American system, these powers are withdrawn. This 
is so generally realized, and so abundantly fortified 


by historical precedent, in the cases of Lincoln 
Wilson, that it is not a controversial awe 
Another demonstration of the nation’s new-found 


unity came yesterday when the House and Senate, by 
speedy voice votes in which no. dissent was heard, 
approved a bill conferring on President Roosevelt the 
same extraordinary authority given to President 
Wilson 24 years ago. 

The machinery of government, like the machinery 
of industry, is being geared for full speed ahead in 
accordance with the nation’s resolve to win the war.

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LABOR ENLISTS FOR PRODUCTION. 

The President’s conference on labor relations and 
disputes is meeting in Washington today with the 
very desirable prospect that it will find little dis- 
agreement among the union leaders and industrial 
leaders present. * 

Before the end of last week, the labor situation 
was clearing up at a rapid rate. The Labor Depart- 
ment announced that nowhere in the country was 
there a major strike; more than that, six strikes 
set for last week had been called off. 

That was the direct and immediate result of the 
treacherous and (as we now know) exceedingly cost- 
ly assault on Pearl Harbor. With that attack on the 
United States, labor and capital awoke to the same 
grave danger, a danger so great that the nation 
could no longer afford industrial strife and rivalries. 
To adapt words from that admirable radio address by . 
Harold J. Laski, British political scientist and Labor 
party leader, both sides were made to see that “this 
is not the time to sacrifice the supreme end to the 
lesser gain,” that labor-employer “strategies and 
maneuvers” have no place “when the enemy is at 
the gate.” 

The news from San Francisco shows eomplete ac- 
ceptance of this new situation among the. waterfront 
workers, long the storm center of Pacific coast 
Anionism. Not only have the longshoremen buckled 
down to work “for the duration,” but they are 
following the lead of Harry Bridges in doing so. For 
this much-Bated labor organizer has proposed a 
broad plan tor maximum efficiency in maritime 
tranbport we has brought glowing praise from the 
president Of the employers’ organization. 

Labor was doing itself much harm in the public 
mind by its defense strikes, Continuance in its new 
course will restore it to popular esteem.

be totally defeated. This opinion, he made © 


clear, is conditioned on the assumption that 
no North Atlantic islands will fall to Ger- 
many, and also on the theory that Soviet 
Russia will make no separate peace with 
Germany in the meantime and will continué 
a status that will require Japan to main- 
tain its heavy watch in Manchoukuo. 

Should Russia, he said, actively aid the 
United States by giving our air force bases 
in Siberia, the defeat of the Axis will come 
more surely and more rapidly, whether or 
not the Philippines are held, 


On this latter point, there is much confu- 
sion of opinion in Washington, and its im- 
portance is so great that it dominates offi- 
cial attention almost as much as do the im. 
mediate events of the war, Some days ago, 
in high administration quarters, there 
seemed to be a firm belief that arrange- 
ments for the bases would surely be made 
when they were needed. Then it developed 
that, in the diplomatic groups where very 
close observation of Russian policy has been 
maintained, this belief wags not shared. Mos- 
caw, the latter assertea, would not invite 
Japanese reprisals in the East while en- 
gaged with German armies in the West. The 
Soviet opinion, said these observers, was 
that to hold Germany from the resources 
of the Caucasus and the Near East was all 
that could be ted. 

But since this expert difference of opinion 
was revealed, Germany and Italy have de- 
clared war on the United States, as they 
have declared it on Russia. This may in- 
duce the Soviet to expand its policy in the 
direction of active aid to the United States; 

Whatever the outcome of this vital mat- 
ter, the analysis presented here is affected 
only in the measure of the war’s duration. 
“hee analyst went on to say in substance 

1. The Japanese have immense reserves 
of the steel and scrap iron, but if they are 
to maintain a long war, they must get ac- 
cess to oil, From the Axis, standpoint, the 
ideal result would be the capture of the 
Caucasus by Germany and of The Nether- 
lands Indies by Japan, Then the oil prob- 
lem will be eased. 

2. Germany has wasted men and material 
in its drive for Moscow, for Moscow means

nothing important as a military objective. 
But it took a great toll from the Russians 
also, and that was its real purpose. The 
hope and certainly the intention of Berlin 
through the Moscow drive and the partici- 
pation of Finland was to divert the atten- 
tion and some of the forces of Russia and 
reduce them, so that the break-through to 
Russian and Near East oil might be sud- 
denly and more easily accomplished. 

8. Japan, in attacking the Philippines and 
Malaya, is pursuing the same tactics. It 
hopes to divert the attention and forces of 
the United States and Great Britain suffi- 
ciently from The Netherlands Indies to per- 
mit a quick and successful swoop on the 
oil resources there, Except for the moral 
commitment of the United States to defend 
the Philippine people from invasion, the is- 
lands could well be abandoned as a battle- 
field and the barrier to The Netherlands 
Indies made correspondingly stronger. The 
same thing is true of the Northern reaches 
of Malaya, 

* * 

4. If the United States and Great Britain 
will prevent the Japanese from taking The 
Netherlands Indies, and Russia will hold 
the Caucasus, the Axis war machine will 
fail for want of oil. While it is failing, some 
concentration on the production of bombers, 
above any other engine of war, will com- 
plete the downfall of the Axis. 

This is the opinion of one who holds also 
that when France and Great Britain lost 
the “Battle for Iron” in Norway and Fin- 
land, they lost:the continent of Europe. It 
may be over-simplified. But the statesman 
quoted was long accustomed to most re- 
spectful attention from military men, econ- 
omists and diplomats when he offered an 
opinion or announced a policy.

Eagleton and Baron Clash in 
Debate on School Regu- 
lation. | 


The Board of Education last 


<a |night upheld the Superintendent’s 
*jaction in dismissing two married 
teachers, but only after a lively 
‘| session that saw a heated exchange 
-|between Max G. Baron and Mark 
-|D. Eagleton, board members. The 
‘| vote was 10 to 2, with Eagleton and 
-|Richard Murphy dissenting. 


Eagleton apparently had 


~ | changed his opinion on the subject 
~~ | since the last board meeting, when 
“the questioned the attorney for one 
-|of the teachers rather sharply. 


Murphy has dissented from the 


. majority view with increasing fre- 
| quency 
« Court recently refused to recon- 


since the State Supreme 


sider the  board’s suit 
against him. 
Last nighf, for example, he was 
the only member voting against 
the proposal to increase the school 
tax rate by four cents. He de- 
manded roll calls on every vote. 
Baron and Eagleton Clash 
The dispute between Baron and 
Eagleton arose after Baron talked 
at length on the subject of dis- 
missing married teachers. Pre- 
‘viously he had moved that talks 
be limited to five minutes, but 
when that was not passed, he him- 
self took advantage of the exten- 
sion permitted. 
Declaring many arguments 
brought up in favor of changing 
the schools’ policy in order to re- 
tain married teachers “spurious,” 
he said that those who held that 
policy no longer valuable because 
it is 50 or 60 years old were “emu- 
lating Hitler and Mussolini and 
Stalin.” 
“The nursemaid will never take 
the place of the mother,” he as- 
serted. “When the married teacher 
is busy seeing that other people’s 
children behave, she is neglecting 
her own. I don’t want to see. preg- 
nant women in the classroom.” 
Eagleton replied today: “Judge 
Baron said the pregnant woman is 
unsightly. I think motherhood is 
something sacred. Even in Italy 
they once had the custom of mak- 
ing special bows on the street to 
a woman with child. You don’t 
have to worry about the pregnant 
woman; she will conduct. herself 
becomingly at all times, whether 
it’s in the classroom or on: the 
dance floor.” 
The speaker also said he resented 
the imputation that “those who are 
against the present policy concern- 
ing married teachers are like Hit- 
ler, Mussolini or Stalin.” 


Baron Retorts. 

As soon as Eagleton sat down, 
Baron jumped up and said: “I 
didn’t say motherhood wasn’t sa- 
cred or that anyone was a Hitler, 
Mussolini or Stalin. I don’t need 
an interpretation of my words to 
be put oh by any other speaker.” 
In addition to board members, 
four other persons discussed the 
pros and cons of retaining teach- 
ers after marriage. They were: 
Mrs. George Roudebush, president 
of the League ofg Women Voters; 
William T. King, attorney for one 
of the teachers; Henry W. Becker, 
founder of the Public Schools’ Pa- 
trons’ Alliance, and A. H. Brune, 
former president of the Beaumont 
High School Patrons’ Alliance. Mrs. 
Roudebush and King spoke in fa- 
vor of retention; the others against 
it.

DRASTIC change in the 
A wnoie organization is immed- 

diately necessary. For. it must 
be recognized at once that vital 
areas of American territory are 
directly threatened, and measures 
must be'taken at once. These meas- 
ures must serve the fundamental 
purpose of protecting the threat- 
ened areas without pinning down 
and diverting the Navy, the Army, 
and the air force from their mis- 
sion, which is to take the offen- 
sive against the enemy. This, above 
ally:we must fix in mind; that the 
civilian population must be or- 
ganized to protect itself, and to 
protect the vital industries of the 
nation, within continental United 
States. The civilians must be pre- 


“pared morally and spiritually to 


take what punishment they can- 
mot protect themselves against. 
For the armed forces of the United 
States must not be called upon 
to look after the civilians, The 
armed forces must be freé to think 
only of the enemy. | 

That being the case, the protect- 
ive functions of civilan defense 
should become a home defense or- 
ganized on military lines. The 
theatened area on the Pacific 
Coast, first of all, and after that, 
the vulnerable areas on the At- 
lantic Coast, and in the vital in- 
terior munitions centers, should 
be placed under limited martial 
law. In each area there should 
be a commandant who, under the 
control of the police, state troop- 
ers, fire departments, home 
guards, air-raid wardens, public 
utilities, the power to draft into 
the service of home defense the 
volunteer services, and the power 
to draft citizens otherwise exempt- 
ed from the armed forces and not 
required for war industries.

HE home defense should be 
placed under the jurisdiction of 
the War Department and operated 
by an assistant Secretary of War 
for Home Defense. The matter 
has gone far beyond the authority 
or the competency of Mayor La-

We may rely with 
great confidence upon the dem- 
onstrated ability of Secretary 
Stimson to make the necessary 
appointments and to delegate the 
necessary authority. 


* — * 

FTER the military functions 
have been cut cleanly away 
from the present Office of Civilian 
Defense, there will. be a better 
prospect that the remaining func- 
tions of that office can be ‘car- 
ried on effectively. But even they 
cannot be carried on by Mayor 
LaGuardia as a sideline to his 
being Mayor of New York and 
head of the Canadian-American 
Defense Board. The Mayor should 
resign as soon as his successor can 
be found and installed in the of- 
fice. And Mrs. Roosevelt shoould 
undertake to assist, but not direct 
and administer the offiice. The 
wife of the President of the United 
States should not confuse every- 
body by being a subordinate offi- 
cial in a subordinate department 
oof the government which her hus- 
band administers, 

What will remain to be carried 
forward, after the military. organ- 
ization of home defense has been 
removed, are all those activities 
which depend upon volunteer activ- 
ity, upon personal and local initia-. 
tive among the mass of our people. 
Civilian defense should be  con- 
cerned with service to the Ameri- 
can forces and the men of the mer- 
chant fleet and the men in the war 
industries, with the training of 
nurses and nurses’ aids’ and medi- 
cal auxiliaries and with activities 
to keep the civilians fit. It should 
be concerned with the relief of 


those who are injured, and of those [ 


whose lives are dislocated either 
by enemy action or by the priva- 
tions which the war will impose. 
It should be concerned with inspir- 
ing local self-help and personal 
self-reliance, so that as normal 
business and the normal ways of 
life are interrupted our people will 
use a Yankee ingenuity, to find 
ways of helping themselves. It 
should be preparing itself to help 
police the rationing of goods which 
will certainly be necessary, and in 
assisting the authorities in their 
watch upon the subversive and in 
their protection of the innocent. 

HERE are no end of things to 

be done. But none of them will 
be done until the military task 
of home defense is separated from 
the civilian and voluntary aspects 
of it.

CAIRO, Dec. 17 (AP).—British 
pressure on the left flank of Gen. 
Erwin Rommel’s. battered North 
African Army was maintained to- 
day, the British announced, and 
some progress was made despite 
bad weather and heavy sandstorms 
during the last 24 hours. 

In the area west of Tobruk about 
40 more German and Italian guns 
were found abandoned, a British 
communique said, and several anti- 
tank guns were recovered. 

British fighting planes again re- 
ported successes in countering 
Axis air attacks on British ground 
troops. The Royal Air Force also 
attacked Axis transport columns 
behind the battle front. 


The move against Rommel’s

in that he could no longer escape 
a decisive battle. 
Move to Bar Retreat. 

Dispatches from the front said 
there was a good possibility that 
the flanking maneuver, begun at 
Halegh El Olebam, 30 miles west of

The Axis forces, already report- 
ed badly crippled by destruction 
of much of their armored units, 
then would have no alternative to 
accepting a finish fight.

Even if all that has been said 
about the Japanese is true—that 
is, if they cannot fly, cannot hold 
a true course, cannot see beyond 
their propeller areas, cannot aim 
a gun or bombsight—it would be 
no reason to dismiss them with a 
wave of the hand. Hallett Abend, 
Far East expert, reports that the 
Japanese Army and Navy pilots 
terrorize the enémy by their so- 
called “hara-kiri dives.” Writes 
Abend: “If a Japanese bombing 
plane is severely damaged in com- 
bat or by anti-aircraft, the pilot 
does not drop, his bombs at ran- 
dom and then bail out. To return 
with a badly damaged plane would 
be a disgrace. To bail out and end 
up in a Chinese prison camp is 
unthinkable. In most cases he 
points the nose of his plane at the 
nearest Chinese objective —a 
bridge, an artillery position, a bar- 
racks—and dives into it with all 
his bombs aboard.” 

Abend’s statement seems to be 
underscored by the recent destruc- 
tion of the Prince of Wales and 
the Repulse, two of Britain’s most 
formidable ships. One is led to as- 
sume that perhaps a suicide-pilot 
drove his bomb-filled winger pro- 
jectile into the broad-beamed ships. 
Three Jap soldiers made the sui- 
cide technique famous at Shang- 
hai in 1934 when they carried a 
bomb to a barbed wire entangle- 
ment and blew it and themselves 
to bits. They were immortalized 
in marble. 


Japanese Plane Production. 


Japanese aircraft are not the 
world’s best, but they are certainly 
not the doddering and antiquated 
box kites we have been led to be- 
lieve. Before the war the Japs 
were manufacturing, under license, 
several types of foreign airplane 
engines, among them the Rolls- 
Royce, Armstrong-Siddeley, Bristol 
and Hispano-Suiza. German tech- 
nicians took over Jap aircraft fac- 
tories and introduced the Diesel 
engine, which burns oil, thus re- 
lieving Japan’s shortage of high- 
octane gasoline. These engines 
were tried by the Germans on 
their trans-Atlantic seaplane runs, 
and found practicable except for 
their excessive weight in  pro-

The 1940 jump can be 
traced to the efficiency of German 
engineers and the influx of Ger- 
man mat Japan’s major prob- 
lem right now is how to get 
enough raw materials to sustain 
their production.

Although it is esti- 
mated that Japan had about 5000 
planes in February, 1941, an air 
force must expect to lose up- 
wards of 50 per cent of its start- 
ing strength in the first few 
months of fighting. It is doubtful 
whether the Japanese will be able 
to make up such losses even with 
the aid of German engineers and 
of their ersatz methods.

Government Says Decree 


Is Aimed at Propaganda 


Meetings. 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 17 (AP). 
—A state of siege in Argentina and 
quick moves in Mexico and Centra‘ 
America to give the United States 
tangible aid in war today marked 
Latin America’s contributions to 
hemisphere solidarity. 

Argentine police, formally notify- 
ing newspapers and news agencies 
of the Government’s decree of a 
state of siege, ordered them to 
“abstain from comment on the 
decree or make biased publications 


which may perturb the political | 
tranquillity of the country.” 

The announced purpose of the 
decree was to carry out “interna- 
tional promises contracted by the 
republic in recent Pan American 
conferences.” 

Aimed at Propaganda. 

Argentina’s action, said Interior 
Minister Miguel Culaciati, was 
aimed specifically at “tendentios 
propaganda” and subversive public 
meetings. Acting President Ra- 
mon Castillo had said Monday that 
Argentina intended to stamp out 
Axis propaganda as part of the 
nation’s recognition of the United 
States as a non-belligerent. 

Acting under the state of siege, 
the Government barred a great 
mass meeting scheduled for Sat- 
urday in homage to President 
Roosevelt, 

The demonstration had been ar- 
ranged under the patronage of 
some of Argentina’s leading public 
figures, including former President 
Marcelo T. Alvear, Former Presi- 
dent and Foreign Minister Julio A. 
Roca, Former Foreign Ministe? 
Carlos Saavedra Lamas and a large 
group of Senators and Deputies. 

In Mexico, Congress considered 
President Manuel Avila Camacho’s 
request that foreign troops be al- 
lowed to pass through Mexican 
territory and that foreign ships 
and naval planes be stationed in 
Mexican waters and ports. An of- 
ficial announcement made it clear 
that United States troops, ships 
and planes were meant. 

The United States already has 
granted Mexico permission to pass 
troops through its territory “to 
guard Lower California. 

Trial Blackout at Tampico. 

In Tampico, an unheralded 
blackout and the noise of planes

Thick Fog Slows Traffic, Prevents 
Plane Departures and Arrivals 


Follows Moderate-to-Heavy Smoke Pall— 
Visibility Zero at Lambert 
Field. 


Dense fog in the city and county 
early today, part of a condition 
general throughout the Middle 
West, hampered ground traffic, 
which in places was slowed almost 
to walking pace, and prevented ar- 
rivals and departures of airplanes 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field. It dis- 
persed as the sun rose. 

The fog, caused by warm moist 
air coming in contact with the cold- 
er ground, followed a smoke pall 
last night, recorded by the Weather 
Bureau as moderate beginning at 
8 o’clock and as thick from 8:25 
to 8:55 o’clock. The smoke de- 
creased as the wind velocity rose 
from two miles an hour between 
7:45 and 8:30 to six miles an hour. 
Including last night’s smoke, 
there have been nine thick and 14 
moderate palls so far this heating 
season, compared with seven thick 
and 22 moderate in the correspond- 
ing period last fall. The Weather 
Bureau records thick smoke when 
visibility is less than five-eighths of 
a mile and moderate smoke when 
visibility is less than five-eighths 
of a mile and moderate smoke 
when visibility is between  five- 
eighths of a mile and a mile and 
a quarter.

No Two Babies 
Ar e the Same 


By Angelo Patri 


OUR baby is your baby. You 

are altogether in the right 
when you say that there never was 
a baby just like him. There never 
was and never will be. This baby 
is unique. He is your  per- 
sonal fesponsibility, a 24-hour- 
a-day duty for the next twenty 
years or more. He is your life ex- 
tended for another generation, 
your claim to immortality. 

He is dependent upon you for 
everything. He needs physical care 
and along with it, - spiritual 
nourishment that only love can 
give. If he is brought up in 4a 
sterilized world, fed by the book, 
trained by the rules, he will be 
an efficient person, but he will not 
be a healthy soyl. That requires 
the ministration of love such as 
only mothers have to give. 

Because of these complicated 
needs and because each baby’s 
needs differ from all those of 
other babies, each mother becomes 
responsible — and alone responsi- 
ble—for the development of her 
child. The physicians may advise, 
the nurses may give scientific care, 
the teachers may instruct, but the 
mother is the first and last au- 
thority for the child. From her 
he takes his nourishment, the 
nourishment of soul as well as 
body.

WHEN A QUESTION arises con- 
cerning the interests of the baby 
the mother seeks help. The special- 
ists give her their best. Suppose 
then that: their prescription does 
not work for this baby? Suppose 
he does not sleep the standard 
number of ‘hours? Suppose he 
does not accept milk in the stated 
quantity? Suppose he refuses to 
walk or talk at the usual time 
and does not respond to the pre- 
scribed treatments? 

The baby is the first considera- 
tion. Follow the prescription as 
far as possible and when you reach 
the impossible place, stop and fol- 
low the baby. 

I have seen infants tormented 
by well-meaning people who firm- 
ly believed that a measure of 
spinach was a matter of life and 
death, I have seen mothers in 
tears because a perfectly healthy 
child refused to take an afternoon 
nap. I have met mothers who were 
ill because they could not get the 
baby to eat according to schedule, 
The infant: was blooming, but his 
mother was ready for the hospital. 

This generation of mothers owe 
the specialists who have studied 
the care and feeding of infants 
more than they can ever know. 
Our babies are healthier, fewer of 
them die, more of them are in 
sound mental health than ever be- 
fore because of the sound teach-

Perfect Health 
Doesn't Exist, 
Says Physician 

Logan PS M. D. 


ERFECT health is.a very dif- 
Prticue thing to define, probably 
largely because it doesn’t exist. 
It is a sort of abstraction made 
up of different parts of different 
individuals’ ideals in some respect. 

You take the ideal of one man’s 
head of hair, another man’s per- 
fect teeth, another man’s unusual 
eyesight, this fellow’s perfect di- 
gestion, that man’s splendid mus- 
cular build and posture and the 
other fellow’s feet and the com- 
posite is what you call a normal 
person in perfect health. But he 
isn’t normal at all. You find him 
in probably one in 5,000,000 peo- 
ple and his perfect health is simply 
an abstraction or a_ theoretical 
ideal, 

No; disease or illness ig the lot 
of man far more than perfect 
health, 

All the elements that go to make 
up even a reasonably healthy hu- 
man organism are very complex. 
One of these elements that we are 
inclined to forget is chronometry, 
or the normal passing of time, the 
normal development of various 
functions at the proper time. This 
chronometry ig quite as important 
an element in health as chemistry, 
body mechanics, bacteria or the 
elements of environment, 


‘OUR LIFE, IN othe words, is 


unfolded according to a time 
achedule of development. A little 
baby is not supposed to have any 
teeth. When it does get its first 
teeth, they are small and fragile. 
But suppose it was born with ddult 
teeth and could chew and masti- 
cate all kinds of food. This ability 
would be far ahead of its digestive 
powers and an adult mouth and 
adult tastes in food would simply 
overwhelm the stomach and in- 
testines. 

Just so the development of the 
brain can go too fast. A too pre- 
cocious child is regarded by every- 
body except its parents with a cer- 
tain amount of distaste. 

Some people you know are going 
through life on a time schedule 
that is all keyed up. They rush 
through life getting things done 
at a rate which makes us dizzy 
and perhaps at the end appear to 
be old and broken before their 
time. Others err in the opposite 
direction and are always behind 
and never seem to catch up, either 
with their work or with life. This 
seems to break men down quite as 
much as being in too much of a 
hurry. 


ERRORS tN Fae chronometry 
of life may be in the whole or in 
one part. As in the instances I 
have just mentioned, the whole 
man and all his organs may be 
going too fast or too slow. But 
sometimes one part of the body is 
ahead of the others—the muscles 
are too strong for the personality 
and the dissonance is just as evi- 
dent as that in listening to an or- 
chestra when the first violin is 
ahead of the piano. 

Then we all know those who in 
youth have been keyed to be ahead 
of all their companions—they be- 
long in higher grades in school 
than others of their age. Often, 
in fact usually, I think as time 
goes on they fall behind so that 
at the age of 50 they are far be- 
hind their former companions in 
the affairs of life. 

Happy is the-man who finds his 
body and his mind developing 
naturally through the cycles of the 
age changes, and who meets child- 
hood, youth, manhood, middle age 
and old age on their own terms,

When East was revealed 
to have the suit stopped, declarer 
changed his original intention, and 
tried to break the diamond suit 3-3. 
This also failed, and declarer had 
shot his bolt. The ninth tric 
could not be found. 

If declarer had had no better 
play available, his hold-up at the 
first trick would have been ad- 
visable. Actually, however, there 
was: a line of play that would have 
assured success.. Declarer should 
have won the first trick, led a 
diamond to the king, and then 
should have played a low spade 
toward his own hand, putting in 
the eight spot when East played 
low. Even if West had held the 
jack, no harm could have befallen. 
Declarer needed only four spade 
tricks, three diamonds, one heart, 
and one club to fulfill his con- 
tract. 

The entire point of play was to 
insure that East did not win the 
lead for a club return through the 
guarded jack. As it happened, th 
spade eight would have held the 
trick, and declarer “then would 
have made five spade tricks, but 
this would be purely incidental. 
The safeguarding of the contract 
itself was the crucial point.
